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The Civil Service 


It is not often the civil servants of 
Canada find themselves front page news. 
Usually the spotlight picks out the politi- 
cians who dominate the stage, though 
some quiet official in the background 
whose fund of knowledge is at the con- 
stant service of the department, is really 
the indespensable figure. 

The changes announced by the Do- 
minion government in the operation of the 
civil service, however, are so noteworthy 
that even the officers of the Civil Servants 
Association have felt it a duty to voice 
their delighted amazement that at long 
last their agitation for these reforms has 
been crowned with success. 

Most notable change is the new regu- 
lation which ends the old practice where- 
by 20 per cent of all civil servants had to 
be listed as temporary employees, even 
though some of them had worked for the 
government for many years. The reform 
was long overdue. 

Canada’s civil service has a_ great 
record that is respected all over the world. 
To guard its independence, its integrity, 
and its efficiency is a task any govern- 
ment shirks at its own peril. 


Debts And Municipalities 

Mayor Houde of Montreal may h 
quaint ideas on many subjects, but 
spoke words of shining wisdom when he 
said the Royal Commission’s report on 
federal-provincial relations will have fail- 
ed in one of its essential purposes unless it 
suggests a workable method of easing the 
debt problems of the municipalities. 

Perhaps the report will not, as he 
wishes, urge the assumption by the fed- 
eral government of all provincial and 
municipal debts. As mayor of a city with 
a bank overdraft of thirty-five million dol- 
lars, Mr. Houde no doubt would rejoice to 
see such drastic action, but the voice of 
other provinces, notably Ontario, might 
definitely pronounce against any such 
plan. A more likely policy is that of hav- 
ing the federal government assume partial 
liability after provincial and municipal 
debts have been adjusted and put on a new 
basis.

That Canada has been given a quota 
of Britain’s bacon imports does not mean 
that this amount, or any amount, of Can- 
adian bacon can be sold there. How much 
can be sold will depend upon how much the 
consumers in the Old Lands are willing to 
buy; and they have the pick of the world’s 
output to choose from. 


No Profits But Big Sales 


Low prices stimulate trade. With 
prices subsiding to the lowest point they 
have touched since 1933, more wheat has 
moved from exporting to importing coun- 
tries during the present trading year than 
during any year in the interval. 

The Bureau of Statistics traces the re- 
lation between the two facts. War-threat- 
ened and war-threatening countries have 
taken advantage of the low prices to fill 
their warehouses with “security” supplies; 
while China’s depleted buying power ab- 
sorbed more foreign wheat than would 
otherwise have been possible. 

Growers in western Canada and other 
exporting countries cannot produce wheat 
without profit, just to enable war stocks 
to be built up, provide cheap food for the 
Chinese, and maintain a huge volume of 
international trade. At the prevailing 
prices thére is no room to doubt that the 
abnormal trade of the present year has 
been done at the expense of the growers, 
and represents a net loss to the wheat- 
producing industry of the world. 

But, prices being what they have been 
is better that the trade was ac- 
tive and so much wheat passed into pos- 
n of those who have consumed it or

cause they sold at low prices than they 
would have been if they had not been able

Irrational Immigration Regulations 

Public opinion is rapidly crystallizing in 
favor of a revision of the immigration regula- 
tions as sweeping as was the revision of 1930. 
As our Ottawa correspondent noted Thursday, 
in August, 1930, largely in the mistaken belief 
that the immigrants of 1929-30 were the unem- 
ployed of Canada, the Bennett government re- 
pealed the regulations under which some 100,- 
000 people had entered this country each year. 
The new Bennett regulations were adopted in a 
mood of defeatism bordering on hysteria. The 
argument in support of these regulations never 
possessed an atom of validity. No more short- 
sighted, suicidal policy than to shut the gates of 
Canada against the world could have been con- 
ceived, 

As a policy of bewildered desperation, the 
insurmountable obstacles placed in the way of 
immigration in August, 1930, are understand- 
able. But that these regulations should have 
been allowed to remain in effect for these past 
nine years is a fact as baffling as it is irrational. 

On the longer view, the Conservative party, 
which fashioned the regulations and boasted 
throughout its five years of office of its success 
in excluding the world from Canada, knew very 
well that, far from ruining this country, immi- 
gration had made it. Mr. Bennett was talking 
sense when he said in the House of Commons 
on February 11, 1929: 

“We have here one of the largest un- 
developed areas of the world; we have a very 
pressing necessity for more people. There need 
be no misapprehension about that, notwith- 
standing what has been said from time to time 
to the contrary. It will be found that the in- 
crease of population in this country, brought 
about through bringing additional people in, will 
not only lessen unemployment for those who are 
now in it, but will increase all employment.” 

In the same debate Hon. Dr. R. J. Manion, 
present Conservative leader, pleaded with the 
government to, “take many times the numbers 
of people of all kinds than we are getting at the 
present time.” 

Dr. Manion has expressed his views on immi- 
gration more recently. In a public address on 
July 22, 1938, he said: “We have only 11,000,000 
people in this country. We have room for 50,- 
000,000 to 75,000,000. We will not see that in our 
days but with just a few more millions we would 
wipe out our problems as mist before the sun.” 

The record of the Liberal party with respect 
to immigration, if the past four years are 
ignored, is beyond challenge. 

Today, unexpectedly and for reasons which 
everyone deplores, this country has been given 
an opportunity enrich and increase its

South Australia was proclaimed 
a British colony on 28th Decembet 
1836, and responsible government 
was granted on 1856, in 1900 the col- 
ony became part of the Federation 
of the Commonwealth of Australia 
This state has an area of 903,600 
square miles 

Pre-stamp, or stampless covers are 
found from 1640 wilh a postmark 
(circular) with “G.P.O.” and crown 
at the top, beneath which is the date 
and the name “South Austraiia” ap 
pea the half-cirele at the bot 
tom.
